The yellow mythical emperor 
appeared two times in andent 
China's boxing. If is believed 
that Hee-Wang-Tee originates 
from a revolutionary system in 
fighting strafegy as well as a 
very effective hand to hand conflict named Chee-Oo-Tee which 
gave them some trainings how to use their weapons and in- 
crease their strength. It is worth mentioning that the general 
public can hardly handle such trainings. 

The fight in this era of China’s period from viewpoint of no- 
bility and reign has a unique advantage. The chariots marshalled 
instead of infantry soldiers, the archers regularly shot their ar- 
rows in turn, and fwo unequal warriors were’ not allowed to 
fight. 

The other principles of Hee-Wang-Tee dealing with fighting 
skills were the main fields of this occupation. 

The secluded students of 5th century (A.D.) referred to a se- 
ries of medical exercises and breathing skills planned for keep- 
ing their bodies healthy, tranquil and alert. The trainings were 
even practiced before the yellow emperor's era. 

Michael Mink in his book, Knowledge of Kung Fu, daims that 
these exercises known as kung fu are properly made clear by 
certain legends in China’s medical history. ت‎ 

If is quoted that the yellow emperor has gathered together a 
number of physicians to achieve his objectives on healing gen- 
eral diseases and revealing the worth of physical exercises. 

Kung fu oversteps the medical bases of fighting sports dated 
back to thousands of years. It is fime to tell about the first regis- 
tered story of fighting skills discovered in Chinese classical writ- 
ings of Chao’s dynasty. 

Ali the books on lyric poems and festivals refer to fighting 
skills. Certainly, none of fhem has explained anything about mi- 
nor points. For instance, Shee-Ching’s poems say that one had a 
ower rank in army if knew nothing about boxing, Also, there are, 


some books on annual festivals which give some descriptions re- 
garding wrestling, boxing, shooting and fencing. 
Undoubtedly, Confucius (479-551 A.D.), the great philoso- 


China's sports life and morale principles over 2000 years, has 
| been completely familiar with fighting skills. He taught that as 
one should be a masfer in literary arts, one also should be a 
master in fighting skills. In addition to learning music, writing, 
morale prinGples and mathematics, his students were obliged 
to learn how to shoot ard drive a chariot. It is also said that he 
himself was a master in self-defense skills and taught them to 
his students. 

Laotzo Pirtrolli, contemporary with Confucius, says about 
Chinese wisdom and principles in a series of poems in his book 
‘Maoti Ching’. He also had an influential role in philosophy that 
kung fu was based on. The literary translation of Taoti Ching, 
ranked after Bible from translation point of view, is strength, 
method and manner.

Folkwing this physical examina- 
ton a mammogram i.e. .a special 
form of X-Ray imaging of the 
hreast is mandatory in every 
woman over the age of 40 years. 

Mammography has been in 
vogue in Europe and the U.S. now 
for over 30 years. The benefits in 
terms of live saved by marr 
mographic screening have been so 
substantial that many of those coun- 
tries have established “national 
Brèast Screening Programs.” In 
women over the age of 50 years 
mortality from breast cancer has 
thus been lowered by 30 percent to 
50 percent in the last decade. This 
improvement in survival extends to 
the 40-49 years ageê group too. 

In case of the slightest doubt in 
the mind of the physician, either 
clinically or mammographically, a 
definitive confirmation by aspira- 
tion cytology or excision biospy 
should be obtzined. 

In thè control of cancer, in gen- 
eral, the subject, the family, the 
physician and the community share 
responsibility in equal measure. 
Every woman should understand 
clearly that the two common can- 
cers that afflict their sex are pre- 
ventahle to a large extent and highly 
curable, if they pay heed to simple 
health rules and spare just half a 
day once in a year. It is also the duty 
ofthe community to ensure that this 
knowledge and facility reaches 
every woman in their circle.

It has been considered a health 
drink for centuries, if Chinese 
folklore and legends dating back 
some 2,000 years are to be be- 
lieved. 

Some 10 percent of the solid 
material extracted from tea leaves 
when they are boiled with water 
is caffeine. But the caffeine con- 
tent of tea is much less than that 
found in coffee or colas. Some 
doctors now say that children will 
benefit more from tea than colas, 
so suggest it as far more health- 
giving alternative. 

There is no need to have tea 
hot. Iced lemon tea is a refreshing 
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congenitally upheat. But we're far 
from filling in the biological 
blanks. '" 

The set-point idea sèèms to 
make sense of long-standing data 
on happiness that have puzzled re- 
searchers. Some of the studies sim- 
ply take people's word for how 
happy they are, while others use 
less direct measures — like ohserv- 
ing how exuberant they are. Studies 
of happiness in several countries 
have found that money makes little 
difference to perceptions of happi- 
ness, except among the very poor. 
Nor do education, marriage and a 
family, or any of the many other 
variahles that researchers have 
sought tn correlate with content- 
ment. Each factor may make a per- 
son a little happier, but it has a 
minor impact, compared with the 
individual's characteristic sense of 
well-being. 

“We find that for events like 
heing promoted or losing a lover, 
moxt of the effect on people's mood 
is gone hy three months and there's 
not a trace hy six months, " said Dr. 
Edward Diener, a psychologist at 
the University of Illinois at Ur- 
hana. Dr. Diener, with his wife, Dr. 
Carol Diener, also a psychologist 
there, proposed the nation of a hap- 
piness set point in the May issue of 
the journal Psychological Science. 

Forget those if-only-J[-could- 
win-the-lontery-[°d-tind-happiness 
forever fantasies: Dr. EJward Di- 
ener alsa cites data to show that 
lottery winners are no happier the 
year after their gol fortune than 
they were before. 

The set point concept has been 
seized by some genetics re- 
suarchers, who say new data on 
twins give the strongest support lo 
date for that idea.

There is also, these scientists 
contend, a set point for happiness, 
a genetically determined mood 
level that the vagaries of life may 
nudge upward or downward but 
only for a while.

Tle longer Alberto Fujintori 
remains in office, and the firmer 
his grip on power, the mare nıl- 
merous are the afenipts to explain 
the "Fujimori phenomenon. 
More than a vcar aftcr his tritınt- 
phanl rcclection his popularity is 
undiminshcd. But critics Are con- 
cemed abou whether his rmıther 
ill-defined model of goı eminient 
can continue to operale cTeclivcl 
over the long tenn. 

After six years of unbroken 
popularly and lis recieclion by 64 
percem of lhe voters. tfhosc uho 
initially beficvcd that his cgoccın- 
tric. cssentüally anmli-institmional 
style of goveming would quickly 
pai! must lhink again For ıe or- 
dinary Peruvians on Ihe sircct. 
“Nothing happens here withoul 
Fujimori." Tlrey have a rcady ex- 
planalion for the Fujimori phono- 
menon: Alberto Fujimori is the 
first Penian president who delin'- 
ers whal he promises. He has pul a 
stop to the coumnry’s economic 
chaos. and squclched the gucrillas: 
corrupt cliqucs of tradilional poli- 
ticans fave bcen brokcn up. {hc 
rotten dealings of the old political 
parties climinated: a veritable 
horde of do-nothing bureaucrats 
has bcen discharged. and chroni- 
cally decficîl stale-owned enler- 
prises have becn privalized. 
Fujimori disıribulcs food to the 
poor. builds schools and installs 
pipelines for drinking water. His 
fame has spread beyond Peru’s 
borders. and whercver he appears 
in Latin America he is applauded 
as a Star. 

In relations with governments 
of the North, Fujimori has made 
up for the undemocratic error of 
ihe “fujigolpe,” the self-engi- 
ncered internal coup of April 1992 
which clouded his reputation in 
the West for a time. Democratic 
elections. a formally respected 
separation of powers and a sharp 
decline in human righis violations 
have swept away the last doubts 
about his regime and have re- 
opened the country 1o European 
and American development aid. 

Bureaucrats at lhe World Bank 
and the International Monetary 
Fund are full of praise for the 
"model studeni” Fujimori. who 
has turned Peru into a texibook 
cxample of free-market reforms. 
Despile initial resistance from spe- 
cial interests. they say Peru’s eco- 
nomic policy has been placed on a 
fim footing, its decades-old inter- 
ventionisi fom of state capitalism 
has becn swcpl aside and the 
country has been opend (o forcign 
capilal. 

Finally. aflcr some openly ex- 
pressed initial disdain. scholars 
now seem to find Fujimori accepl- 
able, at leas1 as an objec of aca- 
demic curiosily. They wanl 1o 
know what is bchind tbe remark- 
able success of “fujimorismo”™ 
and whether his model of goverm- 
ment has any chance of long4{1crm 
survival. 

Fujimori began his time in of- 
fice as a “political orphan.” with- 
out a pariy and without a majority 
in the two houscs of {he Peruvian 
Congress. In consequcnce il was 
esseniial for him 1o legitimize 
himself through closc tics 1o the 
people. The president often boasts

The craft of making coiled 
palm ropes ard {hen netling them 
ino sacks thrown across the sad- 
dies on donkeys and camels is 
pracliscd in different parts but the 
crafismen of Dera Ismail Khan 
and Peshawar have achieved the 
highest dislnction in this field. 

Onc of the most aftraclive 
ilems made of dale palm is the 
bread baske1. In ils simplest form 
il is chargair, a flal plate with 
slightly raised edges for serving 
bread, fruit. etc. 

Wheat straw is likewise used 
extensively 10 make large baskets 
for keeping clothes. grain, and 
dates, changairs, chhabi, fruit 
vendors’. basket. e1c. Dried wheat 
stems are pecicd to obtain the /eeli 
(reed) and fîber. The lallcr may be 
plaited like palm-leaf or wrapped 
around a core of grass 10 make 
basket. table mals. baps. cic. 

Whaiever ihe material. the 
most popular form of baskeltry' is 
the coiled onc. The foundalion is 
taid by looping the coil around 1he 
central core and building up the 
spiral, gradually widening the 
base unlil Lhe desired shape and 
size arc reached.

In many cases coils are held to- 
gelher by wrapping palm leaves or 
siraw around them.
